Deer, who gathered round the court house when the pris 
from the exhibition grounds entrance after the spectacular capture, in which 
the boy scouts played so prominent a part. The police rushed their prisoner 
through to the court house, where he now lies in one of the cells, and angry 
gestures and threats of a bluody vengeance followed the accused to his cell,

zen that the cowardly attempt upon his life has roused the community to the 
highest pitch of indignation Many voices were raised in the blg crowd of 
armed men that gathered in front of the court house, demanding that the man 
who Is charged with the crime be turned over to the citizens that they might 
wreak what they believed to be rought justice upon him. A prominent official 
of the city, it is stated, made an attack upon Kelly, and Constable Gillis, who 
is a brdother-in-law of the victim of the affray, made an attack upon Kelly 
with his hands, which might have ended disasterously had not a bystander in- 
toovened. Tho onslaught upon the prisoner took place after he had beon 
pitccd in tho ceil, Last ovenina the fury against the prisoner had somewhat 
civilian standing by. Last cyoning tho fury against the prisoner had somewhat 
subsided, and the main topics of conversation were Bell's precarious condition 
and the briiliant work of the Boy Scouts. 

Kelly was caught close to the place at which the shooting took place 
the night before.
